Mr. Swanson said that the conditions 


in Puerto Rico had not changed, yet 
the Republican party had, since tlm 
message, entirely changed its policy ' 
dealing In this matter, and he said, 
it was solely on account of political 
exigencies. Ho discussed the injustice 
of legislating for the people of Puerto 
Rico on account of political conditions 
here and denounced the doctrine upon 
which the bill-was founded.

He argued the Injustice of Congress 


fixing the terms upon which the Puerto 
Rlcans should sell their goods 4n this 
countrw and at the same time the terms 
upon which they must purchase from 
this country. This power, he said, hart 
been and always would be abused. The 
Intention of this bill, he asserted, was 
to force all of the leaf tooacco to t.e 
exported here for 
manufacture 
and 


thereby paralyze the manufacturing In- 
dustries of the Island. He then argued 
the Injustice of permitting the 300,600 
tons of sugar In Hawaii to be admitted 
free of duty, while the bill Imposed a 
heavy customs duty upon the 60000 
tons of sugar from Puerto Rico the 
difference In this treatment, he said 
resulting from the fact that the sugar 
Interest of Hawaii was owned by a 
few millionaires, while that of Puerto 
Rico was owned by several thousand 
small farmers. He said that the pres- 
ent bill, denying as It flM, to the In- 
habitants of all territories and new 
possession of any of the rights of citi- 
zens and Imposing heavy penalties an- 
on them, would have a tendency to give

"We are now paying about $200,000,- 


OOOa year in freight and passenger rates 
to foreign ships. Lumped for a psriod 
of twenty years we have the, enormous 
sum of $1,000,000,000, which sum the ex- 
penditure of $180,000,000 is designed, in 
large part, to retain in the United 
States by indulging American citizens 
to build her own ships needed for our 
foreign carrying trade. 


"Again, conservative estimates place 


the sum paid to foreign ships by the 
American people during the last thirty- 
five years at $4,000,000, while it 
believed that the expenditure of say 
$150,000,000, in aiding American ships to 
do our foreign carrying during thatf 
period, would have resulted in keeping 
the larger part, if not all, of that vas$ 
sum at home as a part, today, of our 
national wealth. 


"It is my belief that the passage of 


this bill will encourage the creation of 
rapid intercourse between the United 
States and tjie other porions of Amer- 
ica.

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A Well Attended and Intereating 


Session. 


The Farmers' Institute held in Dex- 


ter on Wednesday, February 14th, was 
well attended, the large and commo- 
dious hall of Dexter Grange being well 
filled throughout the day and evening. 
The meeting was called to order 
promptly by Mr. Oeo. N. Holland, the 
local member of the Board, who made 
brief appropriate opening remarks ex- 
pvesslng his pleasure at being able to 
meet so many people who were inter- 
ested in agriculture. After a selection 
uy the grange choir, Prof. Chas. D. 
Wooils, Director of the Maine Experi- 
ment Station, was introduced and spoke 
on spraying vegetables and fruits. 


He said that spraying with fungi- 


cides had passed its experimental stage, 
its merits had become fully established 
and the practice a necessity. The pota- 
to crop alone had been reduced thous- 
ands of dollars in value each year by 
the effects o£ rust, all of which might 
have been prevented by the judicious 
use of Bordeaux mixture. Experiments 
and tests which he and conducted and 
analyses which he had made led him to 
the conclusion that the quality of the 
potato could be materially improved by 
spraying, as if the tops can be kept 
green through the entire season the 
tubers will more fully mature and thus 
have a far greater proportion of starch 
The speaker gave somewhat detailed 
directions for sprayini;. saying that 
many of the sprayers in use were not 
well adapted to the purpose, that we 
did not wish to water. But to spray, and 
that the finer the mixtures could be 
thrown, the better the results. Knap- 
sack sprayers, and 
the Rochester 


sprayers were commended for small 
areas, but for large areas the horse 
automatic sprayer becomes a neces- 
sity. There are several makes of these 
sprayers, all of which appear to have 
merit. A spraying outfit is more neces- 
sary for the orchard and vineyard than 
it is for the potato Held, with the advent 
of the fungous diseases and insects that 
have become so common, the successful 
fruit grower must depend upon good 
clean culture, liberal fertilization and 
well kept foliage lor his success, and 
only from orchards so managed will in- 
come be obtained in the future. During 
the morning meeting a telegram was 
received from Secretary McKecn say- 
ing he was detained by washouts on tbe 
railroads, and it was announced that 
Prof. Woods would speak in the after- 
noon upon the subjects advertised. The 
meeting closed with another selection 
from the choir and the audience then 
adjourned to the dining room where it 
partook of a sumptous dinner prepared 
by the ladies of the Grange. 


After the opening song in the after- 


noon, Prof. Woods, spoke very enter- 
tainingly on the subject of fertiliza- 
tion, classing tillage as the foundation 
of all fertility, next in importance was 
humus, then plant food from any 
source best .obtainable. Stock feeding 
should form the foundation of soil fer- 
tilization, as tbe residue of the plants 
left from the feeding possessed all the 
elements of plant food necessary to 
grow plants. 
Chemicals have tbeir 


place, which Is to supplement the fer- 
tilizers obtained by cattle feeding. 
At 


the close of the lecture, Prof. Woods 
was questioned very closely and an- 
swered readily, giving much valuable 
information. 
During the morning and 


afternoon sessions readings and songs 
were given by the young people of the 
Orange, which added much to the in- 
terest and value of the meeting. 


In the evening. Prof. G. M. Goweli 


gave a lecture on crop production and 
dairying, bringing oat very sharply the 
value of tillage, gypsum and clovers. 
He spoke emphatically, of the necessity 
for producing animals and cleanliness 
in all the details, from the milking of 
tbe cow to the time the batter Is 
placed upon the table of the consumer^ 
The Jersey and •Guernsey cows are the 
butter-makers, the Holsteln, .Short- 
horns, and Ayrshirea the milk and 
cheese producers. 


At the close of Prof. Go well's lecture, 


Mr. Holland called 
upon Mrs. L..H. 
Tlbbetts of Rlpley. to give 'her year's 
work In cheese making. Mrs. Tlbbetts 
had a well Itemized statement ot her 
work which she gave as follows:

Vaie s.ime several of Yale's most prom- 
inent g'.aduates announced that they 
ivoiiltl advocate a change in the rules 
Utah v> ill make coaching from the side 
;,ne much more difficult than It is at 
jrcsont Julian W. Curtis, Yale 79, sug- 
gests 1 that a new rule be passed which 
tall umnne all coaches and players and 
f>\cr> one except those actually engaged 
in tr.e game to the grand stands. This 
suggestion met with considerable favor, 
anil it is likely that Yale will offer such 
ar amendment to the rules at the next 
B-etmi; of the committee.

According to Yale's view, there Is a 


still stronger argument against the po- 
sition taken by Princeton. The history 
of the game shows thatj all the great 
football games have Deen fought out 
between the 25-yard lines. What does 
this mean? Nothing more nor less than 
that the 25-yard tine is the striking dis- 
tance from a goat. 
' 


When a team ' crosses that line it 


usually succeeds in scoring. If on reach- 
ing that line, or rather on crossing it, 
a team decides to try a! drop kick, it 
gives up at least seven out of eight 
chances to score i touchdown and takes 
one chance to drop a goal, and save Its 
men from the strain of rushing the ball 
over the intervening distance. 


The reason that the 25-yard line gen- 


erally marks the striking distance from 
a goal is simply .this: 
In rushing the 


ball 25 to 35 yards a team almost in- 
variably discloses to its opponent its 
style of offensive!play. In this distance 
the opposing team almost invariably 
solves this offensive play and checks it. 
Before tlie team that has the tall can 
change its style of play and get an- 
other play working well, the^opposlng 
team usually gets the ball on downs. 


These are not hypothetical reasons, 


but are facts that any one can obtain 
by studying the charts of the great 
games of the past According to Yale's 
view, this is a convincing argument in 
favor of the present premium put upon 
drop kicking by. > the system of scoring

No team is ever strong in all depart- 


ments of the game, and such a thing 
would, in fact,' be undesirable; the 


eauty and the science of the game of 
ootball, according to Yale's idea, lies in 
tie struggle of two teams to solve each 
tier's style of * playing, check each 
thers' strong points aud take aclvan- 
age of the weak points, j 


When the present system of scoring 
•as adopted every old football player 
f experience ind note was asked for 
Is advice on the subject. The present 
ystem was evolved from suggestions 
made by several hundred old players. 
The rules committee felt that this point 
'as so important that they did not care 
o decide it, Itils, therefore, not at all 
likely that Princeton 
vill be able to 


have this rule changed. 


There is another p •oposed change 


which Yale men expect to come up for 
eglslatlon this year. T ils is in regard 
o the use of ths old 20- rard rule to re- 
tain possession of the ball. It will be 
emembered tb4t Yale i esurrected this 
rule at Cambridge last fall, much to 
larvard's surprise. Yal j's object in do- 
ug this was simply to keep possession 
if the ball well up in Harvard's terri- 
tory and take chance of getting through 
Harvard's line for a touchdown.
